Gentlemen :- 

The  Northern  Ontario  Fire  Relief  committee  which  had 
charge  of  the  administration  of  relief  to  the  sufferers  in  the 
fires  in  Northern  Ontario  in  1916,  was,  by  an  order  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ontario,  dated  December  9,  1919,  constituted 
a  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  was  vested  the  balance  of  the 
Northern  Ontario  Fire  Relief  Funds  collected  in  1911  and  1916, 
then  amounting  to  $88,792.55,  to  be  held  by  them  "for  the  pur- 
pose of  assisting  persons  resident  in  Northern  Ontario  who 
have  suffered  or  may  suffer  loss  by  fire."  The  Committee 
determined  that  these  trust  funds  should  be  used  only  in  alleviat' 
ing  distress  resulting  from  conflagrations  or  such  other  fires 
as  made  it  necessary  to  extend  public  aid  to  meet  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  sufferers. 

Fires  of  October  4,  1922. 
Information  reached  the  committee  early  on  the 
evening  of  October  4th  last  that  Northern  Ontario  had  again 
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"been  visited  by  a   serious   conflagration  which    called  for   immediate 
assistance  "being  rendered  to   hundreds   of  families  left  homeless 
and  without  food  and  clothing*      1'he  Committee  was  at   once  convened 
and   sat  continuously  throughout   the  night   locating-  and  arranging 
for    shipment   of   such  temporary  shelter  and   supplies  as   experience 
in  the   1916   fires   indicated  would   be  needed   immediately,      as  a 
result   of   these   efforts,    a   special    train  was  despatched  at 
10»35  a.m.    Thursday,    October  5th,    containing  10,400  blankets, 
510  tents,    2,100  ground    sheets,   a    supply  of   lanterns,    camp 
kettles  and   pots,   and  12-§-  tons   of  foodstuffs.      This   train  reached 
North  Bay   in  seven  hours  and  was  rushed  forward  to   Cobalt,    the 
southern  boundary   of  the   fire  areas,  where   the    contents  were 
available   for   distribution  to  the   fire   sufferers  within  twenty- 
four   hours   after  the  fire. 

Daily  shipments   of   supplies  were   continued  and  at 
the  request   of  the-  Hon.   E.    0.   Drury,   premier   of  the  province, 
who  went  North  on  the  evening  of  October  4th  to  personally 
superintend  the  relief  work,   requisitions   of  Mr.   A.    J.   young, 
the   Chairman   of  the   Committee   appointed  by  the   premier   in 
Northern  Ontario  to  administer  relief,   were   filled  pending  a 
conference  with  the  Premier   on  his  return  as   to  the   operation 
of  this   Committee   in  connection  with  the   immediate  relief  of 
conditions   imposed  by  the   fires. 

On  October  9th,   the   Premier  asked  this   Committee   to 
extend   its  activities   so   as   to   look  after   the   catastrophe   in 
Northern  Ontario  as   it   did   in  1916.      In  replying  on  October 
10th,    the   Committee   stated  that   it  was  quite   prepared  to   con- 
tinue  its  work  until  the   emergency  condition  had  passed,    but 
expressed  the   opinion  that  the    Government   should   take  charge 
of  the  work  of  rehabilitation  to   the   extent   to  which   the 
Government   deemed  it   its  duty.      In  view   of  the  premier   having 
appointed  a   Committee   in  Northern  Ontario  to   take   care   of 
and   to    be   responsible   for   the  distribution  of   supplies   sent 
in,    the   formation   of  e   new  Committee  representative   of   the 
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entire  Province  to   deal  with  the   permanent  relief  and  rehabil- 
itation of  the   fire   sufferers  being  then  under  discussion,   and 
gs  any  change   in  the   organization  at  that  time   might   have 
seriously  affected   the  relief  work  to   the   detriment   of  the   fire 
sufferers,   this   Committee   confined  its   operations  to   filling 
the    requisitions   of  the   Northern  Committee  appointed   by  the 
Premier* 

Purchases   of   Supplies. 

The   Committee  has  expended  approximately  $125,000 
in  groceries,   provisions,   clothing,    kitchen  utensils,    stoves, 
harness,    horse  blankets,    building  materials,    etc.      in  addition 
many  firms   have  contributed  goods  valued  at    thousands   of 
dollars,    while   the   most   favorable  prices  have   been  received 
on  all  purchases.      In  some   oases   special  discounts  have   been 
allowed   in  lieu   of  direct   donations,    and   in  others   cash    con- 
tributions were   made  as   well   as   special   terms   given   on  the 
purchases. 

Clothing. 

.Realizing  that  large  quantities  of  clothing  would 
be  required  to  clothe  the  fire  sufferers  during  the  fall  and 
winter  months,  the  Canadian  Ked  Cross  Society  was  approached 
to  take  charge  of  the  collection  and  sorting  of  donations  of 
clothing  through  its  various  branches  throughout  the  province. 
The  Society  most  heartily  undertook  this  task,  and  made  an 
appeal  which  was  so  generously  responded  to  that,  with  the 
exception  of  classes  of  clothing  which  it  is  usually  desir- 
able to  purohase,  liberal  stocks  are  now  on  hand  to  meet  the 
winter *s  needs.   The  Salvation  Army  also  rendered  very  valuable 
assistance  by  collecting  and  forwarding  several  thousand 
garments,  and  by  having  their  officers  work  in  close  co- 
operation in  whatever  capacity  they  could  most  effectively 
serve. 

Hurses  and  medical  supplies. 

The  Red  Cross  Society,  besides  oaring  for  the 
clothing,  sent  nurses  into  the  devastated  districts  and 


furnished  medioal  supplies.   This  work  too  was  carried  out 
most  efficiently  and  did  much  to  alleviate  suffering  and 
bring  comfort  to  many. 

Temporary  Shelter. 
The  Northern  Committee,  appointed  by  the  premier, 
determined  upon  a  plan  for  the  provision  of  temporary  shelter 
for  the  homeless  and,  without  reference  to  this  Committee, 
purchased  directly  the  lumber  and  other  materials  required 
and  continued  to  carry  out  their  programme,   in  this  connection, 
the  Toronto  Transportation  Commission  made  a  very  acceptable 
gift  of  85  disoarded  car  bodies,  formerly  used  on  the  Toronto 
Street  Railway,  equipped  with  stoves  and  cushions,  to  assist 
in  meeting  the  demand  for  temporary  housing.   These  cars  were 
distributed  at  North  Cobalt,  Haileybury  and  Thornloe,  where 
they  are  serving  a  very  useful  purpose  until  more  permanent 
shelter  is  available. 

Transportation. 
As  in  1916,  the  transportation  companies,  including 
express,  freight  and  cartage,  promptly  offered  their  assist- 
ance and  granted  free  carriage  of  relief  supplies  when  con- 
signed to  the  Committee  for  general  distribution.   At  this 
date  it  is  impossible  to  even  estimate  the  numerous  express 
and  freight  shipments  of  relief  supplies  which  were  despatched 
by  individuals  and  associations  to  Northern  Ontario,  but  some 
idea  of  the  extent  and  importance  of  the  contribution  of  the 
transportation  companies  may  be  gained  from  the  reoords  of 
the  shipments  made  under  the  direction  of  our  Committee,   ^rom 
October  4th  to  November  2nd,  73  carloads  of  provisions, 
clothing,  building  supplies,  etc.,  were  despatched,  and  79 
flat  cars  used  to  transport  the  85  car  bodies  donated  by  the 
Toronto  Transportation  Commission,  making  152  cars  used  for 
relief  purposes  from  Toronto.   The  freight  and  express  charges 

on  these  shipments  represent  a  substantial  monetary  saving  to 


the   fund,    and   form  a   very   generous  donation  apart   from  the 
efficient    service   given  and   the  willingness   shown  at  all  times 
"by  every  employee   and   official   to   co-operate   to  the  fullest 
extent   in  the   prompt    shipment   of  relief   supplies#      The   committee 
is  deeply  indebted  to  the   Canadian  national  Railways,   the  Canadian 
raoifio  Kailway,   the   Grand  Trunk  Railway,   the   Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario   Hailway,    the   Canadian  National  express  Co,,    the 
Dominion  Express  Co,,    the  Dominion  Transport   Co»,    the  7/m.   Hendrie 
Co#   and   the    Shedden  Forwarding  Co.    for   this   splendid  service. 

Free  Transport  of  Kefugees. 
Not    only  have   the   railway  companies   "been  carrying 
relief  supplies  free   of  charge,    "but   nearly  one   thousand  refugees 
were   given    free  transportation   from  the   fire  areas  to   any  point 
in  Ontario   or   Quebec,      The   companies   have  also   agreed   to    issue 
free  return  transportation  to   these  people,    and   fire    sufferers 
are   daily  taking  advantage   of  this   privilege.      It  was  not   con- 
sidered desirable   that  refugees,    especially  women  and   children, 
should  return  to   the   JUorth  until  housing  accommodation  was 
available   for   them,    consequently  the    granting  of  free   trans- 
portation was   centralized  through  this   committee  and  no 
certificates  are   issued  until   the  applicants  are   found  to   be 

eligible   and   the  local   Committee  has  approved  of  their   return. 
(See  Appendix  IV.,    pp.    26,27.) 

Appeal   for  jb'unds  and  jjind. 

At   the   commencement    of  the  present   work,    the   Committee 
had  at    its  disposal  approximately  ^J8,000,00   for   relief  purposes. 
As  reports   of   the   losses  were  received,    it  was  apparent   this   sum 
would   not    be  sufficient   to   even  provide   the   immediate  necessities. 
An  appeal  was  accordingly  made   to   the   public   through  the   daily 
press  for   funds.      It  met  with  a  ready  response,    the   total  donations 
received   being  £272,658.64.      (See   Appendix   I.    pp.    9-20.) 

Many  who  were  unable   to  make   cash   donations  rendered 
equally  valuable   contributions   by  gifts   of   clothing,    foodstuffs, 
hay,    oats,    feed,    vegetables,    fruit,    etc.      The   Committee   extends 
its   grateful  thanks  to   the  donors  who   so   generously  and  promptly 
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contributed,  to  Messrs.  J.  J.  Gibbons,  iitd.  ,  who  prepared  and 
handled  the  advertising,  and  to  the  press  for  the  liberal  support 
given  to  the  appeal  as  well  as  for  their  co-operation  in  opening 
funds,  under  the  auspices  of  their  papers,  i or  the  convenience  of 
the  citizens  in  their  municipalities. 

The  Committee  also  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  to 
the  women  of  the  province  who,  through  their  Sewing  Circles, 
Patriotic  Associations,  Y/omen's  Institutes,  etc.,  were  responsible 
for  so  many  valuable  donations  of  clothing  and  kind,  and  to  the 
farmers  who  so  splendidly  came  to  the  aid  of  the  settlers  with 
contributions  of  vegetables,  fruit,  horse  and  cattle  feed,  etc., 
and  offers  to  house  and  care  for  live  stock  during  the  winter 
months. 

Mew  Relief  Committee. 
As  time  passed,  it  was  evident  that  relief  of  a  more 
extended  character  would  be  required  than  this  Committee  was  in 
a  position  to  give,  consequently  it  was  deemed  prudent  to  establish 
another  organization  to  carry  on  the  work  begun  by  this  Committee. 
At  a  conference  called  by  the  Premier  of  representatives  of  this 
and  the  Northern  Committee  on  October  19th,  with  the  concurrence 
of  both  Committees,  the  Government  decided  to  ask  the  following 
bodies  to  name  a  representative  to  act  on  a  Committee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Government :- 

1.  Ontario   Government. 

2.  Ontario  Associated  Boards  of  'i'rade   and 

Chambers   of  Commerce. 

3.  Toronto  Board   of  Trade. 

4.  Western  Ontario  Associated  Boards   of  Trade. 

5.  Canadian  Manufacturers1   Association. 

6.  Ontario  Municipal  Association. 

7.  Canadian  Ked  Cross   Society   -  Ontario   Division. 

8.  Temiskaming  &  Northern  Ontario  iiSSociated 

Boards   of   Trade  and  Farm  organisations 
in  Northern  Ontario. 

9.  United  Farmers   o'f  Ontario. 
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The  new   organization  was  announced   in  due   course,    but   this 
Committee   continued  to   function  until  November   11th,    when  the 
work  was   formally  transferred. 

Committee  released  by  supreme   Court. 

In  view   of   the   appointment    of  a   new   Committee  to    carry 
on  the   fire   relief  work,   application  was  made  to    the  supreme   Court 
of  Ontario   for  an  Order   authorizing  the   transfer  to    the   new 
Committee   of   the    balance   of  the   funds   in  hand   and  for  a   release 
from  liability  on  the   part   of   this   Committee   for   the   balance   of 
the   1916   funds  and   those   collected  this   year  after  payment   of 
accounts.      An  Order   to    this   effect  was  granted  by  the   Honourable 
Mr*    Justice  iviiddleton  under   date    of  November   18,    1922,    copy  of 
which   is   attached.      (See  Appendix   III,    pp..   24,    25.) 

Receipts  and  Disbursements. 

The    subscriptions   received  by  this   Committee   on 

account   of   the   fires   on  October    4th  last   amounted  to    #272,658.64 

up  to   and   including  November  17th,   and   the   total   receipts   since 

the   formation  of  the   Committee   in  1916  were   $607,735.02.        iter 

payment   of  all  accounts,    there   remained  a   balance   in  hand   of 

§247,201.59.      as  directed   by  the  order    of   the  supreme    court, 

legal   costs   in  connection  with  the  order   were   paid  from  this 

fund  and   the   balance   of   #246,820.9  7   transferred  to   the   new 

Committee   on  November   22nd   in  cash   $159,581.23,    accrued  interest 

on   investments,    $371.50,    and  Province    of   Ontario   6y0  Bonds, 

entered  at  a    cost  value    of  #86,868.24,    but  having  a   par  value 

of  #88,000  and   a  present   market  value    of  #91,740.      The   cost   of 

administering  the   fund   throughout   has   been  practically  negligible. 
( See  Appendix  II,    pp.    21-23. ) 

Apprec  iatlon. 

In  addition  to  the   acknowledgments  made  elsewhere   in 

this  report,    the   Committee  desires  to    extend   its  thanks  to  the 

Dominion  Government   for   tents,    blankets  and   other   stores   supplied, 

the   Ontario   Government   for   blankets,    clothing  and    foodstuffs   fur- 

nished  from  various  provincial    institutions,    the   Canadian  iracific 
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Kailway  Company's   Telegraph,    the   Canadian  .National   Telegraph 
and   the   T.    &  N*    0.    Telegraph  for   free   transmission   of  messages, 
to   the    insurance   companies  who   cancelled   the  insurance   premiums 
on  relief   goods   in  transit  as  a   donation  to    the   fund,    to   the 
manufacturers  and   merchants  with  whom  the   Committee   has   dealt 
for  the   prompt   and   efficient   service   given,    to   Messrs*    Edwards, 
Morgan  &   Co.   who  have   gratuitously  audited   the   accounts   and 
statements   of   the   Committee   since    its   formation,    and   to   the 
many  individuals  and  associations,    too  numerous   to  mention, 
who  have   co-operated   so    wonderfully  with  the   Committee    in 
alleviating  the   distress   of   our   fellow  citizens    in  Northern 
Ontario. 

The   Committee    records  the    satisfaction   it   has  had 
since    its  appointment   on  August   9,    1916,    in  serving  as  a 
channel  through  which  assistance   has   been  rendered  to   those 
who   have   been   so  unfortunate   as  to   suffer   loss  "by  fires   in 
the   North,   and  wishes  the   new  Committee   every  success   in   its 
work.
